AUTHORIZED COPIES OF THE ACT 
SENT OUT FROM WASHINGTON. 


Alerming Llliness of President Arthur—His Own Want 
of Feith in Life~- Why Mr. Edmunds Took an 
Oath of Offee—General Hezon’s Depart- 
ment to be Officially Investigated.

Wasuineton, March 12.—The treasury de- 
nartment to-day mailed copies of the new 
teriff act to all the collectors of customs, to- 
eether with instractions that sections 7 and 
of the act go into effect at once, and apply 
to all coodsin bonded warehouses as well as 
to goods imported after the date of the pas- 
ecage of the act. Section 7 repeals all duties 
en charges heretofore added in ascertaining 
the dutiable value of merchandise for the 
purpose of assessment of duties, This action 
willecause a considerable reduction in the 
amount of duties collected, which reduction 
is estimated by some at 5 per cent of the en- 
tire amount collected. Section 9 of 
the tariffact changes the manner of ascer- 
taining the value of merchandise consigned 
to manufacturers in foreign countries to 
agents in the United States, and for which 
there is no foreign market value by reason 
that the goods are specially manufactured 
for sale in the United States, only. The law 
authorizes the appraising officer to ascertain 
the cost and value of material composing 
merchandise at time and place of manufact- 
ure, together with the expense of manufact 
uring, preparing nd putting up the merchan 
dise for shipment and makes tlie value so 
ascertained the basis for the assessment of 
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THE PRESIDENTS HEALTH, 


Possibility of Mr. Edmuada Succeeding Him—Taking 
a Strange Oath. 

Wasuincton, March 12-—The president's 
physical condition is said to cause bis inti- 
mate friends considerable anxiety, and it is 
alleged he himself is somewhat despondent. 
if report be true, he has repeated several 
times within the last few weeksthat he might 
not live to finish his term of office. There 
isa report current that when Edmunds was 
elected president of the senate he remarked 
to a friend: ‘“‘I’m glad of that; Edmunds 
will finish out my term with distinction.” 
[tis a curious fact that Edmunds was sworn 
ss president pro tem of the senate. An old 
attache of the clerk’soffice of the senate says 
that no other president pro tem has ever tak- 
en an oath on taking bis seat, the oath of sen- 
ator being sutticlent heretofore. The infer- 
ence is that Edmunds has found some law by 
which the taking of this special oath makes 
him vice-president de facto, so thatif Arthur 
and he should both die the senate might elect 
another president pro tem, who would cut out 
the democratic speaker of the next house from 
the succession. The gossip about the possible 
resignation of the presidency of the senate by 
Mr. Edmunds soon after the body meets in 
December is not based upon anything the 
senator himself has said on the_ subject. 
There was; however, a general expression of 
opinion among senators before he was select- 
ed by the caucus that he would prefer his

doubt that he will step down in December.

WIGGINS'SSTORM. 


The Prophet Claims a Vindication of His Predie- 
; tiona. 
Special to The Constitution. 

Orrawa, Ont., March 12.—Wiggins to-day 
claims that his prophecy has been literally 
fulfiled, as the.hbighest tidal wave ever known 
has been reported at Halifax, and telegrams 
he received from all parts indicate a severe 
tempest. He says be has always entertained 
the greatest anxiety for the safety of the peo- 
ple on the shores of the bay of Bengal and 
gulf of Mexico. In the former the major 
t'dal wave, of which the minor one on our 
coast was a reflection, must have occurred 
on the afternoon of the 10th, Londen 
time, hundreds of thousands of lives perish- 
ing. He expressed great fears for the safety 
of the City of Chester, and characterized this 
storm as the greatest that can possibly occur 
on this planet, and the greatness of its extent 
is the only hope of safety in any particular 
quarter. Ie makesa sly hit at the Canadian 
and United States authorities for not hoisting 
their storm signals until after the storm was 
actually beating on the continent. Some 
people, he said, expected an impossible 
storm yesterday, but he had _sire- 
peatedly said his object in making 
the prediction. was for the safety of mariners, 
as no danger could possibly occur on Jand, 
except in the vicinity of the places named as 
heing er to the tidal wave, but people 
liked to be frightened and cling to their own 
interpretation in preference to his.

WAYS OF WICKEDNESS. 


TWoO LOW-LIFE FUNERALS IN NEW 
YORK, 


The Dead Priz? Fighter and an Executed Murderer 
Buried with Much Pomp and Circumstance— 
Eleven Men Roasted Alive—A Deathbed 
Confession—Unoprovuked Murder. 
% 


New York, March 12.—There were two 
n@table funerals in the city yesterday. Both 
were of a low order, and well attended by the 
roughest of the rough element. One took 
place on Twenty-eigbth street, and was that 
of the young murderer, Michael E. McGloin. 
W hen living he was looked after by the police, 
and dead they still followed him. ‘The cor- 
tege attracted an immense throng, who fol- 
lowed until Calvary cemetery marked his 
last resting place. The other was in a most 
miserable part,of a squallid street, close to 
Walker, and from a wretched tumble-down 
rookery. Early in the day, the hardened 
Bowery rough and his equally hardened 
gaily bedizened female companions began to 
gather in numbers. They thronged the little 


square on which the house where the dead 
man lay fronted, and the constant hum of 
conversation was, ‘‘Poor Jimmy Elliott.” 
the body of the dead 
pugitist. The covered oaken casket was sur 
rounded with flowers. 
mourning ‘trimmings that hung over the body 
of Cornelius, Vanderbilt when that scion 
of the millionaifedJay dead in a fashionable 
hotel on Fifth avente. At 1:20, thirty-six 
men, pall-bearers, wearing high hats, white 
regalias and badges, erftered’ the room. 
Among them were ‘‘Jack’’ Stiles, Elliott’s

AN OFFICER MURDERED. 


A New York Policeman Kills His Superior Officer— 
Threats of Lynching. 

New York, March -12 —At 11:30 o'clock to- 
day officer Patrick Casey, of Hunter’s Point 
police force, shot and instantly killed rounds- 
man Richard Comisky. The murdered rounds- 
man was sitting at his desk in the first pre 
cinct conversing with two officers, when sud- 
denly Casey entered. It was noticed that he 
was under the influence of liquor, and acted 
rather strangely. He went into the rear 
room and called in two officers to help him 
fix his pistol. They did so, and, shoving it 
in his pocket, Casey walked out to where 
Comisky sat. When within two feet of the 
unsuspecting Comisky, he'halted and said; 
‘“‘What do you follow meso for?’ Comisky 
rep ied that it was to make him do his duty. 
Without another word, Casey drew his re- 
volver and fired. The ball entered half an 
inch below Comisky’s eye and he fell back 
dead. The murderer was instantly secured 
and hurried to the county jail, fortunate thing 
for him, as in fifteen minutes a thousand per- 
suns had gathered, and under impression that 
he was still in the staticn, made strong efforts 
to get hold of him. I[tis supposed that Casey 
was in a state of insanity when he shot Co 
misky. On the way tothe jail he manifested 
great fear, laboring under the impression that 
every one wanted tokill him. Comisky is the 
brother of the chief of Hunter’s Point fire de- 
partment, and was unmarried, Casey has a 
wife and three children. A strong guard is 
posted about the jail to night, asopen threats 
of lynching are made.

A DYING MAN'S CONFESSION. 


lie Alleges Himself te be Guliity of Murder and Arson— 
A Strange Story. 

DALLAS, Texas, March 12. Reports reached 
here to-day from Terrell, Texas, that a good 
deal of a sensation had been created there by 
the dying statement of Samuel Finley, local 
express agent at that point, ofa murder com- 
mitted last fall, which is said to have also in- 
volved a dozen. The story is that Fialey, 


Samuel Cowan, Jesse McElroy, and some 
other young man, under the influence of 


drink, were in the upper story of the Star 
building, the finest business block in Terrell, 
on the night following the reunion of Ross’ 
brigade, last fall, and were playing cards. 
There was also a commercial traveler in the 


party, name not given, who during the 
game got into a dispute with 
one ofthe young men, amd was shot and 


killed by bim. In falling after being shot 
the drummer kicked over a lamp, which ex- 
ploded, set fire to the building, and the party 
escaped only with great difficulty. The drum- 
mer was cremated, and thus all evidence of 
the murder was desiroyed. Thestory is dis- 
credited by many, but the Star building did 
burn on the night mentioned, and it was 
thought at that time to have been fired by 
somebody in the upper story. Finley is 
alleged tobave made this statemeng to a 
physician on his death-bed, but the physician 
will not affirm it and the Terrell local police 
deny the story. Nevertheless the aflair has 
produced a great sensation, and detectives on 
the spot have attempted to unravel the mys 


tery.

DEATH OF THE GREAT RUSSIAN 
STATESMAN. 

The Services of the Man who Made the Heif Tartar 
Empire of Europe a Power in the W orid—Gen- 
era! Foreign News Sketched— France and 
Ireland—English Affairs! Bic. 


Bapen-BavEn, March 12.—Prince Gortscha- 
koff died yesterday. His death closes the bril- 


the most astute politicians, in the broader sense 
of the term, of the Old World. Born July 
16, 1/98, in the reign of the first Alexander, 
he saw the decline of Russia’s barbaric splen- 
dor, and witnessed the decay of its absolutism 
and the dawn of the new era inaugurated by 
the disasters of the Crimean war. Prince 
Gortschakoff was educated in the lyceum of 


Zarskoye Selo, and immediately turned 
his attention to a diplomatic career, 


When but 23 years of age he was attache to 
Count Nesselrode, at the congress of Laybach, 


near Trieste, which was attended by the 
sovereigns of Russia, Prussia, Austria and 
Naples. The following year, (1862) he at- 
tended the congress of Verona in the same 
capacity. Two years later he was secretary 
of legation at London; in 1830 charge 
d’affairs in France; in 1832 councillor of lega- 
tion at Vienna. But it was not until 1842 
that he began the services which endeared 
him to Emperor Nicbolas and paved the way 
to his subsequent distinction and power. In 
that year, in the face of great obstacles, he 
negotiated, at Stuttgart, the marriage of the 
Russian Princess Olga with the Crown Prince 
Karl, afterwards king of Wurtemburg, the 


only available match for the 
emperor's favorite daughter. In 
1854-55 he represented. his government 


at the court of Vienna. The coalition against 
tussia had been organized, consisting of 
Engiand, Prussia, Turkey, and France. At 
one time it seemed asif the conflict would 
array the civilization of Europe against the 
Muscovite. There can be no doubt that the 
varliest fruit of Gortschakoff’s diplomacy at 
Vienna was an assurance that Austria would 
unite her fortunes with the czar. But what- 
ever ardor there was in that direction was 


cooled before the contest began. Instead 
of an alliance with tus- 
sia, Austria assumed au attitude 


of armed neutrality, which had the effect of 
checking Prussia with its hand upon the 
sword. At the last moment the Prussian king 
realized the menance and peril of the halt

of minister for foreign affairs (1856) to suc- 
ceed Nesselrode, who had occupied that posi- 
tion during the entire reign of Nicholas, and 
a great portion of the reign of his predecessor, 
Alexander. Russia was then on the brink of 
a revolution. Nicholas had ruled by the 
sword. Through the sword the empire had 
near.y perished; and the successor of Nich- 
olas was compelled-—the compulsion happily 
tallying with his desires—to inaugurate a new 
policy; and the new policy created a new Rus- 
sia. Prince Gortschakoff heartily seconded his 
master in al] bis efforts to reform the empire, 
and undoubtedly by bis calm temper and un- 
rivaled capacity to smooth over difficulties 
and reconcile hostilities made possible the 
ensuing measure of success. 
to Emperor Alexander to credit Gor'schakoff 
with their origin Alexander inherited a 
love of liberty from his mother, He ,con- 
ceived the idea of emancipation, which he 
afterward decreed, in his earliest youth. 
These ideas were entirely consistent with his 
gentle character and clear perceptions. 
For the origin and announcement of 
emancipation and for the preliminary meas- 
ures that enforced it Russia is indebted to 
Nicholas Milutin and General Busthofizoff, 
and notat all to Gortschakc ff. In this, as in 
everything else, he was the subtle minister, 
pliant to his emperor’s touch, looking always 
10 the good of his master, the aggrandizement 
of Russia, and ‘the honors that were showered 
upon himself. And there is nothing in his 
long career to justify the belfef that be would 
bave urged these measures against the em- 
peror’s will, or that he would even have sug- 
gested them. After they were devised and 


resolved upon, after Alexander silenced 
the opposition of the nobles, who 
said it was a revolution by  declar- 


ing, “‘ifthereisto be a revolution it had 
better begin at the top,’’ the work of Gort- 
scbakoff began. The vast resources of his 
mind and the strength with which he had 
been armored by years cf contact with the 
foremost intellects and the civilization of 
Ixurope were brought tothe support of his 
niaster’s policy. ‘Russia collects herself’ 
was Gortschakoffs epigram. But it was 
through the emperor thatit «lidso. Alex- 
ander rewarded the efficient cooperaticn of 
his prime minister by creating him chancel- 
lor of the empire in 1862. 
AS A DIPLOMAT. 

Until 1863 Gortscbakotf avoided foreign 
complications, butin that year the Polish 
insurrection was at its height, and the Euro- 
pean powers attempted to meddle with the 
question. Then ae wrote such firm and en- 
ergetic notes that an immediate cessasion of 
ali attempts at intervention followed. *This 
made him immensely popular with the 
people and added to his claims upon his 
grateful imperial master, During the Fran- 
co German war he took such a decided po- 
sition in favor of Germany that it was im pos- 
sible for Austria to interfere with Prussia. 
This was his retaliation for Aus 
trian duplicity in 1855 On October 31, 
1870, he addressed a circalar note to the pow- 
ers, demanding the repeal of that clause of 
the treaty of Paris which prohibiied Russia 
from having an armed fleet in the B'ack sea. 
France was then crippled, an opportunity 
thata wily diplomatist was not likely to 
overlook, and grateful Prussia, as recompense 
for holding Austria at bay _—— the Franco- 
German war, took sides with Russia, The 
result could readily be foreseen. Atthe Lon 
don conference of 1871 the demanded con- 
cession was granted. On November 19. 1876, 
Gortschakoft addressed his celebrated circu

In the more recent playing of the game 
of diplomacy on the European chess-board 
the shrewder moves and the more successful 
planning have been Bismarck’s. 

AS A TRUE RUSSIAN. 

Gortschakoff as attache, ambassador, and 
chancellor, has been a true Russian. He has 
fairly represented a pecple without scruple of 
conscience as to the righteousness or wicked- 
ness of war, a nation that makes no secret of 
its desires to encroach on its neighbors, or to 
expand its influence by force uf arms. In his 
eyes, asinthe eyes of all Russians, every- 
thing was justified that gratified the absor 
ing and spreading aims of the nation. Fear- 
ing no single power, the astuteness of Russian 
statesmen has been directed to preventing 
alliances against them. In this work no 
diplomat of the century has been more suc- 
cessful than Gortschakoff. He calmed, paci- 
fied, and prevented opposition, while R 
struck down, crushed and seized. In the 
cou itries east of the Caspin sea the chancel- 
lor’s intrigues have been numberless. In 
every direction he sought concessions which 
would permit Russian merchants 
to penetrate coveted territory, 
and his cunning brain was not long in devis- 
ing pretexts to sendan army after them, Pos- 
sessed for a quarter of a century of the 
bounded confidence of bis emperor, and 
the unlimited control of the empire, he has 
held off the hands of Europe, while his mas- 
ter gratified his revenges and absorbed all 
Asia from the 45th degree of latitude (and in 
places from the 36th) to the Barabinskaia 
steppe, and from the Baltic to Behrings strait 
and the Okbotsk sea. Yet he dies 
with the moans rising from the 
Siberian mines startling the world, with the 
reforms of the last quarter of a century undi- 
gested, and with his country in a state of so- 
cial eruption. :

He tolda 
neighbor, Mr. Gaddes, on one occasion that 
he was so wretcbed and miserable that he had 
almost come tu the conclusion to destroy him- 
self, but said that it wouldn't do, 
INJUNCTION TO HIS CHILDREN, 

A few days ago he touk all his letters and 
papers of every description and separated 
them and put them in a little wooden box 
and scaled them up, telling bis children at 
the same time that be didnt want them to 
botber nor handle his papers after he was 
dead and gone. On Friday before he bung 
himself, be seemed to be perfectly wild, 
walking about the house all the day. On 
Saturday morning, about 5 o’clock, 
he got up and stepped out of the house and 
was gone a few minutes, came back and drew 
a bucket of water and sat down and smoked. 
After smoking be got up and stepped out of 
the house and never returned. About day- 
light his daughter went out to hunt for him, 
and found bim in a little pole crib hanging. 
She raised the alarm and the neighbors soon 
gathered, taking him down, laid him out and 
sent for the coroner, who lived about fifteen 
miles from the place. 

THE CORONER'S INQUEST. 

The coroner came lategin the afternoon and 
held an inquest, which was as_ follows: 

The jury was empanneled as follows: W. T 
Kirk, coroner; William * Copristian, J. W 
Khoads, A. J. Russell, O. W. Gaddas, J. D. 
Ramsey and A. J. Wright, who returned the 
following verdict: ‘‘We the jury find that 
B. Lively come to his death by am act of sui- 
cide, committed by him by hanging himseif 
with a rope March 10, 1883.”’ It had been as 
certained by his children that he had locked 
all his papers up in a box, and told them nots 
tobotherihem after he was dead 
gone. It was supposed that he had left some 
writing in the box that led to the cause of 
his committing suicide, whereupon the box 
was opened and a letter was found which 
was of such a character as to show that his 
mind was unbalanced. , 

Mr. Lively leaves three orphan children to 
mourn his sad death. He aijso bas some three 
or four children married.

The new notes will be about as large as a 
greenback, and they will be of all denomina- 
tions from 1 cent up to$4.90. The fee for 
the notes will be the same in all 
cases up to $—3_ cents. The notes 
can be bought at the postoffice as postage 
stamps now are. They are payable to bearer 
at any time within three months from the 
last day of the month of issue. One form ‘is 
used tor all denominations, the size of it be- 
ing not only stated in the body of the note 
but punched out at the office of issue. The 
note states where it was issued, and the name 
of the office to which it is sent. When the 
note is paid the holder is required to put his 
signature upon it.

HIMSELF A CANDIDATE, 


He Doce Not Gerk the Positior, but Finds Himself So 
Piaced that He Cannot Avoid Being a Candidate 
~Hia Views as Given by Himeelf—The 
Preference of the Peopi+e Expressed. 


Governor Boynton not having formally declared 
himself a candidate for governor, THe Constiru- 
TION asked him on yesterday whether he had deter- 
mined on his course. He said: 

“I do not sce bow I can avoid being a candidate. 
Iam placed in @ position that is not of my own 
seeking. It comes through a loss that,in common 
with all Georgians, [ deplore most heartily. But, 
under the circumstances, | do not see how I could 
fail to ask the people to elect me for the rest of this 
term. In all frankness and manliness, I do not 
think even my opponents could ask me to do less 
than this. I do not hesitate to say that I snouid 
not make my own candidacy. Butif I were te fail 
to meet the respor sibility put upon me by circum- 
stances over which I had no control, I should 
not meet the expectations of my friends or deserve 
the respect of those who oppose me,”’ 

‘‘Have you anything to say to the public? 

“Nothing of importance. The people under* 
stand the situation thoroughly, and I am willing 
to stand or fall on their sense of justice and pro 
priety. I shall devote myself to the duties of the 
high and responsible office to which I have been 
called, end accept the verdict of my people with- 
out question. If they decide that I am worthy to 
fill out the term io which I come ex-officio, I shall 
be grateful. If they decide that another is more 
fit or deserving than I, I shall not dispute the 
right of their decision. : 

“lam a democratandin thorough sympathy with 
the democratic party. It has been my aim to serve 
my state faithfully and honestly, in whatever field 
I may be placed. If lam elected governor, I will 
be the governor of the whole people. Ishall try to 
confirm and perpetuate the reforms and economies 
established by my predecessors, and my ambirion 
will be satisfied if I can make a record on which at 
the end of my term, I can rest withoutiear. [am 
not an ambitious man and do not love high place 
for place’s sake. Butl conceive it to be my duty 
to maintain the position in which I now find my- 
self and you may say, therefore, if you pleage, that 
I Will be a candidate for the unexpired term.”

PROCLAMATION. 


GEORGIA: 
By JAMES 8s. BOYNTON, 
Governor of said State. 


WHEREAS, The General Assembly of the State of 
Georgia having passed an act entitled “An Act to 
prohibit and suppress the sale of intoxicating 
liquors, etc., within the limits of Clayton county,’’ 
approved December 1], 1882, and providing that un- 
der certain conditions and regulations, therein 
specified, the question of ‘For Prohibition or 
Against Prohibition’’ should be submitted to the 
qualified voters of said County, atan election to be 
held on a day to be named by the lawful authorities 
of said county, for decision by a majority of voters 
at such election ; and 

Wnereas, Under the provisions of said Act an 
election was held in the County of Clayton on the 
ist day of March, 1885, at which said election, as 
appears from the official returns thereof, of file in 
his Department, ‘‘For Prohibition’’ received 639 
votes, and ‘‘Against’’ received 100 votes, 
the majority being in favor of Prohibition ; and be- 
ing satisfied, from the official returns of said e*ec- 
tion on file in the office of Secretary of State that 
all the conditions and requirements of said Act 
were faithfully complied with, and that said elec- 
tion was held, in all respects, in conformity to the 
laws of this State: 

Now, therefore,I James 8, Boynton, Governor of 
said State, in consideration of the before recited 
facts, and by virtue of the authority granted to the 
Executive of said Act of December 11, 1583, do 
issue this, my Proclamation, declaring that from 
and after the 28th day of April, *883, it shall not be 
lawful for any person to s i, barter, orin any way 
dispose of for a valuabie consideration, any spiritu- 
ous, Vinous, or malt liquors, or any alcoholic bit- 
ters, or medicated liquors of any kind or name 
whatever, in any quantity within the limits of said 
County of Clayton, and thatall persons so offend- 
ing shall be punished as the law directs. 

Given under my hand, and the Great Seal of the 
State, at the Capitol, in the City of AUlanta, this 
10th day of March, Anno Domini, 1585, and of the

QUARANT ORE. 


The Solemn Services atthe Church of the Immacu- 
late Conception Sunday and Yesterday. 

On Sunday at high mass at the church of the Im- 
maculate Conception the, devotion of the forty 
hours’ prayer wascommeyged. This devotion con- 
sists of a service of forty hours, in memory of the 
forty hours during which the body of Christ re- 
mained inthe sepulchre. It was begunin Milan, 
in 1534 and was intreduced iato Rome by St. Philip 
Neri, in 1 48. and was sanctioned by Pope Clement 
VilL. who issued a solemn buil respecting it Novem 
ber 25.1592. This devotion owes its origin to lather 
Joseph, a capuchin friar at Milan. According to 
Catholic annuals iu the year 1534 thecity of Milan 
was suering from the mi-eries attendiug the war, 
and was reduced almast to despair, when 
Father Joseph calle ton the citizens to raise their 
eyes from the suffering that surrounded them and 
look up to heaven for succor, assuring them on the 
part of God that if they would give themselves up 
to prayer for forty bours the city and country 
would be liberated from the devastations of their 
enemies. The citizens obeyed the call, the forty 
hours prayer was commeiced in et opt e 
aud was taken up by the otherchurches @fthe city 
in rotation, the people meanwhile attending with 
fervor at the »ppoiuted pray. rs. In a short time 
the emperor and Charles Tis the 
king of France were seen at the gaie 
of Milan arrangiog the articles of peace. This the 
citizens claime? asthe result of the forty hours’ 
prayer. Various indulgencies are graited by the 

urch to those who attend these devotions. Dur- 
ing the forty heurs the holy sacrameut is exposed 
on the altar that the faithful may visit and adore 
it. ‘the followii g were tre services on Sunday:

EASTER GREETINGS. 


THE DISPLAYS OF BRIGHT AND 
BEAUTIFUL CARDS. 


A Description of Some of the More Striking Oses— 
What e Dealer Says of the D mand—A Growing 
Demand for Works of Art in -Baster Cards 
—Tne Cards that ar- Belling Best. 


The windows of the book stores are filled wit 
beautiful Easter cards, andevery one who feels an 
interest in the ‘queen of festivals’’ is busy exam 
ining them, Easter, this year, falls on the 23th. 
Easter day isalways the first Sunday after the ful 


moon, which happens upon, or next afier, 
March 2ist. By that arrangement Easter 
may come RS early as the 22d 


or as late as April 25th. This year it comes on the 
25th of this month. Some of the Easter cards this 
season are «exceedingly handsome and many of the 
designs are entirely new. One particularly artis- 
tic set of Easter cards was noticed by a CoNSsTITU- 
TION reporter yesterday. It wasa set of several pop- 
ular poems, printed and illustrated, between illu- 
minated tringed colors, with gilt and flower designs. 
The printing is well doneand the wood cut illus- 


trations are excellent, sO that the 
cards are really works of art. The poems 
that are illustrated are ‘'Home, Sweet Home,’’ *‘Oh 
Why Should the Spirit of Mortal be Proud?” “He 
Giveih His Beloved Sleep,’’ *‘Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,’’ “Abide with Me,”’ ‘‘Rock of Ages,”’ “hing 
Out, Wild Beils,”’ and one or two others. These 
cards sell fora dollar and seveity-five cents each. 
There are many pretty fringed cards this season 
but the newest and probably the most expensive 
are very bandsome cardsin plushand satin Some 
of them rellas high as ten dollars. These cards 
-have hand painted flowers on Satin. ‘hey do not 
generally have verses but usually have the words 
‘kaster’’ or ““Suvuvernir’’ in silver on white plush. 
The most expensive design for an Easter « ffering is 
exhibited by one of the Marietta street book stores. 
[Iteousists of a full sized white rooster and hen 


stuffed. They sit on a small fence and appe r very 
natural, The rooster has just thrown his form 
back and raised his head and with his 


mouth open is supposed tu be greeting Easter 
morning with aclajion crow. The henis closely 
watching au egg that rests in the feuce Corner. 
Viues aus moss are on the fence and ground, and 
for the design the dealer demands twenty-tive dol- 
lars. Lastyearan Easterofferiug was sold here at 
fifty -dollars, but noue of the deaiers have brought 
on any such expensive designs this year. A Peach- 


tree street store has some very 
pretty designs. One that is especially ‘‘cute’’is a 
stuffed chicken apparently not more. than 


afew daysold. Hisas onished eyes rest upon the 
broken sheil from which he is supposed to have 
justemerged. The chicken is brown iu color. The 
egg is marked ‘’Easter,’’ and there is no verse or 
otherinscription. Th chick is held at five dollars. 
Another de-igu is a canopy of satin, beneath which 
a little bird sits on a nest of eiderdown. The price 
is five dollars An Easter bell is also among the 
desigus, andis held atfuuvr dollars. A rare design 
is « real thistle, which is sold ior a dol- 
larandahalf. Some very pretty plush cards are 
offered by a Whitehall street store. They fold to- 
gether, the outside being of plush. On the inside 
isa floral design and inscripnon. They dre 
preity and are cheap, retailing at a dollar each. 
The iuseriotions are appropriate. One reads: 
‘*‘May Exster bring thee pace and rest, 
Frem all that bath thy heart: ppressed, 
And like sweet flowers in radiant bloom 
From out thy soul chase every gloom.,’’ 
Another runs this way: 
“Angelis thi- morn descend to earth, 
They, roll the stone to day away; 
Up, up, my heart rejoice and sing, 
or thus the angels say.”’ 

One of the prettiest as wellas one of the cheapest 
designs is that of an Kaster card, on one side of 
whicha little boy and girl are launching an egg- 
shell boat.

The manufac- 
turers aud wholesale dealers have not done what
